Dear Council Members: 


The vehicles we are seeking are to replace a portion of a fleet of 
vehicles that will be taken out of service this year. They are 
high mileage vehicles, some damaged with floor boards rusted 
through, some in need of continuous repair that exceeds the value 
of the vehicles. 


The new vehicles will allow the Fort Wayne Police Department to 
replace most of these vehicles, and allow the Department to move 
some much needed vehicles into other areas of the Department for 
use. 


In this package, there are a number of items for your review: 


20 - Full size police pursuit vehicles for patrol use to replace 
some of the high mileage vehicles in our fleet. 


25 - Compact size police unmarked vehicles for non-patrol use; 
i.e., Investigative Division and Administrative Division. 


6 - Mid-size unmarked vehicles. These vehicles will be given to 
the Fire and Communications Departments to replace the full 
size vehicles that will be forwarded to the Police Department 
to become patrol vehicles. 


2 - Vans Will be used by the Department's Crime Scene Unit. They 


Will replace some of the older model vehicles that cannot be 
repaired or cost exceeds the value of the vehicle itself.

20 - Unitrols sirens and control box to replace old and worn siren 
units for which parts can no longer be obtained and 
recommended by our radio shop. 


18 - Streethawk light bars to replace the older model light bars we 
now use which require excess repair as stated by our garage. 


2 - MX7000 light bars with arrow to add to our Traffic fleet for 
safe and more effective traffic control. Тһе arrow warns 
oncoming traffic to use caution and change lanes blocks before 
traffic comes to a stop. 

These are much needed items and will improve our fleet.

Dear Council Members: 


These vehicles are being purchased for the Fort Wayne Fire 
Department Staff and Fire Prevention Bureau. Currently, most of 
the vehicles operated by the Fort Wayne Fire Department are of a 
1981 or 1983 vintage and have in excess of 100,000 miles. 


The Fort Wayne Fire Department does maintain a small fleet of 
1991 Caprices. These vehicle will be handed over to the Fort 
Wayne Police Department for conversions into squad cars. 


The new vehicles will allow the Fort Wayne Fire Department to 
continue with daily business and reduce the maintenance costs we 
are currently experiencing with the older style vehicles. 


Іп this package there are three different types of vehicles. The 
first is a 4 X 4 utility truck. This vehicle will be used by the 
combat supervisors. They will serve as primary emergency 
response vehicles and will be identified as such. The second 
group of vehicles being purchased are mid-sized autos. These 
vehicle will replace the full-size autos being forwarded to the 
Police Department to become squad cars. These vehicles will be 
driven by those staff personnel who are called in after hours for 
various reasons. `

will be driven during normal business hours and will be driven by 
Fire Prevention these staff personnel are not called in atter 
hours very often.
